THE following Bill was read a second time in the 
Legislative Council on the 4th August 1855, and 
referred to a Select Committee who are to report 
thereon after the Sth of October next :— 


A Bill to provide for the better lighting of the 
Town of Culcutta. 


Wuereas a Company has been established for 
the purpose of supplymg Gas 
to the Town of Calcutta, and 
it is expedient that the public streets should be 
lighted with Gas wherever pipes may be laid down 
fur that purpose at the desire or with the concur- 
rence of the Municipal Commissioners and the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, and also that the 
parts.of the Town in which Gas pipes are not laid 
down should be better lighted with oil lamps than 
they are at present; and whereas it is expedient.

A Bill for incorporating the Oriental Gas 
Company. 

WHEREAS it is expedient, in order to promote 
the comfort and conventence of 
the inhabitants of the various 
Towns and localities In India, that encouragement 
should be given to the establishmont of Gas works, 
for supplying and lighting such ‘T owns and locali- 
ties with Gas; and whereas a Joint Stock Com- 
pany hath been lately formed for the purpose of 
establishing, prosecuting, and extending the in- 
troduction of such Gas works into India, with fi 
capital of 50,000 Pounds Sterling, in 50,000 
shares of 1 Pound Sterling each, which Company 
hath been duly registered in England pursuant to 
the Act of Parhament 7 and 8 Victoria, c.
